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Third person indicted in Pyles murder

A Casey County grand 
jury has indicted a local man 
on charges that he aided in 
the shooting death of Wen¬ 
dell Gleason Pyles at Tarter 
Manufacturing in Dunnville 
on Sept. 26. 

Anthony Lee Byrd, 53, of 
853 River Road, Dunnville, 
was indicted on Monday on 
a charge of criminal facilita¬ 
tion to commit murder and 


first-degree hindering pros¬ 
ecution or apprehension. 

Byrd joins William R. 
“Bobby” Rigdon and David 
Salyers in allegedly playing 
a role in Gleason’s murder. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, Byrd knew that Rig¬ 
don and Salyers were going 
to shoot Pyles and he pro¬ 
vided them the means and 
opportunity which aided in 
the murder. 

Byrd is also facing a 
charge that he knowingly 


and unlawfully hindered 
the apprehension of another 
person being sought by au¬ 
thorities. 

Byrd was arrested by KSP 
Post 15 detectives about 
10:30 a.m. on Tuesday, ac¬ 
cording to a KSP press re¬ 
lease. 

Casey County Circuit 
Court Clerk Craig Over- 
street said that Byrd’s bond 
was set at $50,000 cash or 
secured property. 

KSP Public Information 


Officer William Gregory 
declined comment on how 
Byrd aided in the murder, 
other than being a mainte¬ 
nance supervisor at Tarter’s 
and Pyles’ immediate super¬ 
visor. 

Also, the grand jury re¬ 
turned indictments on Mon¬ 
day against Rigdon and Sa¬ 
lyers. 

Rigdon, 28, of St. Rose 
Road, Lebanon, was indicted 
on charges of murder, being 
a persistent felony offender, 


and possession of a handgun 
by a convicted felon. 

Salyers, 59, of 12764 Lib¬ 
erty Road, Campbellsville, 
was indicted on charges of 
complicity to commit mur¬ 
der. 

In a pretrial hearing on 
Oct. 17 in Casey Circuit 
Court, KSP Detective B.J. 
Burton testified that Pyles 
was working at Tarter Indus¬ 
tries on Sept. 26 when Rig-

Taxing districts to 
be held accountable

A recently released survey from Kentucky State Audi¬ 
tor Adam Edelen aims to hold special districts to a higher 
standard of accountability. 

The public database of more than 1,200 special districts, 
defined as libraries, sanitation districts and public health 
departments that have the ability to fee and tax, but with 
little oversight. Edelen called these districts representing 
$2.7 billion a “shadow government.” 

“It is a scandal that for generations no Kentuckian has 
been able to determine how many special districts exist, 
how much money flows through them, where they are 
located and whether they are compliant with state law,” 
Edelen said. 

However, this isn’t necessarily the case in Casey County 
as half of the special districts are compliant with state regu¬ 
lations, the report showed. 

The law requires special districts to submit their yearly 
budgets to fiscal courts in the counties where they operate. 
It also requires the districts to be audited periodically, and 
some of them must submit financial reports to the Depart¬ 
ment for Local Government in Frankfort. 

Special districts in county 

State law defines special districts as agencies with less 
than statewide power organized to perform governmental 
functions within limited boundaries. It includes all politi¬ 
cal subdivisions of the state except a city, county or school 
district. 

The majority of the state’s special districts can levy taxes 
or assess fees, allowing them to provide services to com¬ 
munities. 

There are 10 special districts in Casey County, includ¬ 
ing ones for the hospital, emergency services, health de¬ 
partment, and library, among others. Five of these — East 
Casey County Water District, Casey County Ambulance 
Board, Air Board, Economic Development Authority, and 
Casey County Solid Waste Management — were listed as 
not being in compliance in at least one of three categories. 

Four of the five not in compliance answered Edelen’s 
survey. They did, however, submit budgets to Casey Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court. 

Both the Air Board and Ambulance Board have also not 
been audited in years. ECCWD is audited annually, the re¬ 
port states, and the EDA is audited every three years, said 
Director Blaine Staat, with the next audit scheduled for 
2013. 

Kathy Hines, Casey EMS Director for the past seven 
years, said that an audit of the Ambulance Board’s books

Officer catches greasy pig contest escapee

Apig that escaped during the 
greasy pig contest at this year’s 
Casey County Apple Festival 
has been recaptured by a state 
law enforcement officer. 

With more than 15 kids chas¬ 
ing the pig in a small enclosed 
ring made of farm gates with 
square hale bales at the bottom 
inside the ring, it jumped over 
a bale, shot through the crowd, 
and hightailed it for the woods. 
Searchers in pursuit were un¬ 
successful in snagging the 
speedy squealer. 

About two weeks later, 
Marshall “Smitty” Smith, a 
probation and parole officer in 
Casey County with the Ken¬ 
tucky Dept, of Corrections, put 


the pig in the pokey for good.. 

“Darren Atwood and Dar¬ 
rin Wesley, city workers who 
helped me catch the pig, said 
they had seen the pig in the 
cemetery behind the police de¬ 
partment,” Smith said. 

Smith devised a plan where¬ 
by a cage was placed in the 
area with shelled com in the 
bottom as bait. 

But after checking the cage 
for several days and find¬ 
ing the com gone, Smith said 
they knew this was one savvy 
swine. 

“He hit the side of the cage 
and the com would fall out and 
he would eat it,” Smith said. 

Once Smith had a handle on 
how the pig was filching the 
com, he decided to try some¬ 
thing different. 

“When I was out there 


checking the cage one morn¬ 
ing, I had an extra sausage bis¬ 
cuit and I decided to put that in 
the cage,” he said. 

And sure enough, that piece 
of sausage biscuit was more 
temptation than the pig could 
stand. He was caged and 
caught. 

Smith, who named the pig 
“Porky,” hauled him back to 
his house and has been raising 
him ever since, getting him fat¬ 
tened up to about 35 pounds. 

So Porky wouldn’t be lone¬ 
ly, Smith said he bought some 
more pigs so he has fellow in¬ 
mates. 

As for final sentencing in the 
case of the one that almost got 
away, Smith smiles as if there 
may be some bacon and ham 
in his future.

Beginning Jan. 8, state 
lawmakers have several 
major issues to deal with as 
they re¬ 
turn to 
Frank¬ 
fort for a 
short, 30- 
day ses¬ 
sion. 

Rep. 

Terry 
Mills, D- 
Lebanon, 
and Sen. 

Chris Gir¬ 
dler, R- 
Somerset, 
represent 
Casey 
County in 
the legis¬ 
lature. 

The 
Casey 
County 
News 
submitted 
questions 
to Mills and Girdler by e- 
mail on issues they may face 
in the upcoming session. 


Their answers, in summary 
form, appear below. Ques¬ 
tions from The Casey News 
appear in bold. 

Rep. Mills, what would 
you like to accomplish in 
this, your third term? 

Mills said that he wants 
to aid in bringing fiscal sta¬ 
bility back to state govern¬ 
ment. 

“Since 2008 we have 
been struggling to manage 
with declining revenues 
and increasing costs. As a 
result, many needed ser¬ 
vices have been cut to the 
bone. I hope we can find 
ways to improve our criti¬ 
cal services while keeping 
taxes as low as possible,” 
he said. 

Mills also mentioned 
that tax and pension reform 
will also be major topics of 
discussion in the 2013 ses¬ 
sion. In addition, the legis¬ 
lature will have to address 
the redistricting process. 

“This is a constitutional 
requirement that always 
seems to become politi¬ 
cal. I want to be a part of 
coming up with a plan that 
is as fair as possible while 
meeting the constitutional 


requirements,” Mills said. 

Additionally, Mills said 
that other issues will deal 
with road and infrastructure 
projects, and improving ed¬ 
ucation both from K-12 to 
the university level. 

The Lebanon Democrat 
said that he will continue to 
listen to his constituents in 
order to best represent them 
in Frankfort. 

Sen. Elect Girdler, what 
do you hope to accomplish 
in this, your first term in 
the legislature? 

“I count it an honor and 
privilege to have the stead¬ 
fast support of the people 
of the 15th district to be 
their voice in Frankfort and 
I pledge to give it my all. 
As a freshman and incom¬ 
ing Senator, I intend to get 
a feel for the lay of the land 
and see where I can con¬ 
tribute to the process.,” he 
said. 

Girdler said that he has 
been selected to serve as 
Chairman of Capital Proj¬ 
ects and Bond Oversight 
Committee and as a fiscal 
conservative, he will do 
whatever possible to make 
sure tax-oaver dollars are 


treated with the respect they 
deserve. 

Gambling has been a 
topic during legislative 
sessions for some time 
now. Where do you stand 
on expanded gaming that 
the governor wants to cre¬ 
ate more revenue for the 
state? 

Mills said that since day 
one in office, he has sup¬ 
ported revenue from gam¬ 
ing if it is used to help solve 
some of the Kentucky’s 
budget problems. 

However, Mills isn’t 
avoiding the darker side of 
gambling. 

“In recognition of the 
negative side of gaming, I 
have filed for the past two 
sessions, and expect to file 
again this year, a bill to cre¬ 
ate a fund to help treat ad¬ 
dictive gamblers,” he said. 

Girdler said that although 
no legislation has been pre¬ 
filed which addresses the 
gaming issue, he seemingly 
wouldn’t endorse it. 

“As always, I will con¬ 
tinue to protect the welfare 
and values of the people in

The changing world we live in 


A lot of people are celebrat¬ 
ing in the western state of 
Washington where it is now 
legal to recreationally smoke 
marijuana and for gay couples 
to get married. 

The debate over the dan¬ 
gers of marijuana dates to the 
1930s when a campaign arose 
to combat the growing trend 
of marijuana use in the United 
States. 

In 1936, the propaganda 
film “Reefer Madness” was 
made in an attempt to scare 
young Americans away from 
using marijuana.

The Defense of Marriage 
Act, signed into law by Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton on Sept. 21, 
1996, defines marriage as the 
legal union of one man and one 
woman for federal and inter¬ 
state purposes in the United 
States. 

The law, passed both houses 
of Congress by large majori¬ 


ties, states that no U.S. state is 
required to recognize a same- 
sex marriage from another 
state. Kentucky also has a law 
defining marriage as the union 
between one man and one 
woman. 

From what I see in the polls, 
Americans are beginning to 
relax a long-held opposition to 
homosexual couples marrying. 

But while I cannot support 
gay marriage, I do not hate nor 
disdain homosexuals. 

It’s interesting that the Unit¬ 
ed States Supreme Court will 
soon take up the issue as to 
whether gay marriage is legal 
or not. 

Even if the court should le¬ 
galize it, what would become 
of Kentucky’s state law defin¬ 
ing marriage as being between 
one man and one woman? 

These sure are perplex¬ 
ing and changing times we’re 
living in.

In an effort to slow the ex¬ 
ploding growth of the manu¬ 
facture of methamphetamine in 
Kentucky, Gov. Steve Beshear 
and Senate President Robert 
L. Stivers, R-Manchester, have 
teamed up to promote a new 
anti-smurfing initiative. 

The privately-funded cam¬ 
paign is aimed at making the 
public aware that “smurfing” 
— the illegal act of buying 
products containing pseu- 
doephedrine for those who 
manufacture methamphet¬ 
amine — can land a person in 
jail on a felony charge. 

According to a press release 
from the governor’s office the 
end of last month, Beshear 
joined members of the General 
Assembly, representatives from 
the Kentucky Retail Federa¬ 
tion, the Kentucky Pharmacists 
Association and the Consumer 
Healthcare Products Associa¬ 
tion for the anti-smurfing an¬ 
nouncement. 

“The goal of the Anti-Smurf¬ 
ing Campaign is to inform po¬ 
tential smurfers and the general 
public—through signage dis¬ 
played at pharmacy sales coun¬ 
ters—that smurfing is a serious 
criminal offense that can result 
in jail time,” the release states. 

The initiative was developed 


by the Consumer Healthcare 
Products Association (CHPA), 
a national association repre¬ 
senting the makers of over- 
the-counter-medicines. The 
campaign will be carried out 
by Kentucky retailers on a vol¬ 
untary basis. 

“The negative impacts of 
methamphetamine production 
and abuse extend much further 
than the meth abuser and their 
loved ones,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“Meth has an enormous fiscal 
and criminal impact on Ken¬ 
tucky, and I am committed to 
working with leaders across 
the state to combat the use of 
this deadly dmg. Smurfing is a 
main component of the crimi¬ 
nal meth process and I want to 
thank the industry leaders and 
retailers who are sponsoring 
this anti-smurfing educational 
effort.” 

Local case 

Casey County Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Brian Wright 
recently prosecuted a case in 
Casey Circuit Court that shows 
the possible penalty for smurf¬ 
ing. 

Wright said that Celesta Lee 
Waddle agreed to plead guilty 
on Nov. 28 to first offense man¬ 
ufacturing methamphetamine, 
amended to criminal solicita¬ 
tion of manufacturing meth. 


She was arrested on July 3. 

Wright recommended that 
she spend eight years in prison 
for the plea of solicitation or 
smurfing. 

Related to the same case, 
Waddle’s husband, Jerold Scott 
Waddle, pleaded guilty to first 
offense manufacturing meth, 
first-degree fleeing or evading 
police, and operating a mo¬ 
tor vehicle on a suspended/re¬ 
voked operator’s license. 

During Celesta Waddle’s 
hearing before Senior Judge 
Marc I. Rosen, Wright ex¬ 
plained what the crime of so¬ 
licitation means. 

“Criminal solicitation is 
where a person has the inten¬ 
tion of promoting or facilitat¬ 
ing a crime and they encourage 
or command another person 
to engage in specific conduct 
which will either constitute 
manufacturing meth or would 
constitute or establish another 
person’s complicity in manu¬ 


facturing meth,” Wright said. 

To bolster his case, Wright 
presented evidence found in 
the Waddle residence including 
active HCL generators and oth¬ 
er items used in manufacturing 
meth. 

But it was another item that 
Wright said “was a significant 
piece of evidence” that made 
Celesta guilty. 

“She had a day planner she 
had kept. We went back to De¬ 
cember of 2011 and tracked her 
to her offense date of July 2012. 
Ms. Waddle had written in her 
day planner each day that she 
had bought a box of Sudafed, 
each day that her husband 
bought a box of Sudafed and on 
the days that would correspond 
with the (Kentucky) meth 
check purchases, she would 
have in her ledger, Me—15, 
Scott-10, and that would corre¬ 
spond to the number of pills in 
a 15-count box or in a 10-count 
box,” Wright said. 


Further, Wright said that 
Waddle had recorded on 
“many, many other days” the 
first names of others who had 
purchased products such as 
Sudafed. 

Waddle responds 

Celesta said that due to a se¬ 
ries of surgeries from 2009 to 
2012, her memory has been 
affected to the point where it’s 
hard for her to remember past 
events, even an auto accident 
her 17-year-old son had earlier 
this year. 

However, Waddle acknowl¬ 
edges that she had some sense 
of smurfing to help her hus¬ 
band get meth. 

“I know I did something 
wrong, my husband told me I 
did. I don’t remember buying 
this but I did because it’s on the 
record. I wrote it down because 
I couldn’t remember so I had to 
write it down,” she said. 

Waddle also admitted that 
the Sudafed purchased was 
traded for meth to everybody 
in the daily record she kept 
though she says she didn’t 
make it and only used meth for 
two months. It was revealed in 
court during her hearing that 
Celesta’s dmg tests indicated 
she was dmg-free. 

“I felt like I was going to die 
and I wanted to die happy,” she 


said, referring to why she used 
meth to deal with the pain she 
suffered after a surgery in early 
summer. 

After her arrest, Celesta said 
she spent 55 days in the Casey 
County Detention Center. 

“I had no idea what jail was 
like. Imagine being in a room 
all day long and having some¬ 
one telling you when you eat 
or sleep,” she said, adding that 
the guards at the facility were 
“awesome, and good to me.” 

Celesta said that she would 
advise others considering 
smurfing to reconsider that de¬ 
cision so as to avoid possible 
prison time. 

And that’s exactly the mes¬ 
sage that Stivers wants to send 
to all Kentuckians. 

“We want to relay the mes¬ 
sage to potential smurfers that 
this is not a small crime and 
that their illegal actions could 
have far-reaching consequenc¬ 
es,” said Sen. Robert Stivers. 
“This public awareness cam¬ 
paign sends a clear message to 
meth criminals that Kentucky 
leaders are cracking down on 
all aspects of their enterprise. 
By educating potential smurf¬ 
ers on the severity of produc¬ 
ing or aiding in the production 
of meth, I think we have a shot 
at reducing meth use in the 
state.”

hasn’t been done since she’s 
been director. 

“We’re not audited unless 
fiscal court asks for it,” Hines 
said. 

Casey County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Ronald Wright said 
that he will see that an audit 
is done in the near future. 

'Broken system' 

The report, and public, 
searchable database, is the 
result of a six-month attempt 
to research the state’s special 
districts and to examine the 
districts’ finances. 

Edelen’s news release 
states the study found that the 
special districts collect about 
$1.5 billion in taxes and 
fees and $1 billion in grants, 
corporate sponsorships and 
fundraising. 

Special districts also spend 
approximately $2.7 billion a 
year, which Edelen stated is 
about what the state spends 
on primary and secondary 
education. 

And with the special dis¬ 
tricts sitting on $1.3 billion in 
reserves, that’s more than the 
rainy day funds held by the 
state’s 174 school districts. 

Despite the public funds 
involved, 447 of the special 
districts, accounting for $460 
million dollars in revenues, 
have never been audited. And 
some 501 are not in compli¬ 
ance with financial reporting 
requirements. 

“To be sure, there is a dif¬ 
ference between the districts 


themselves and the scan¬ 
dalous lack of system-wide 
oversight of them,” Edelen 
said. “Their work is critical to 
the communities they serve, 
many board members put in 
considerable hours on a vol¬ 
untary basis and the vast ma¬ 
jority are honest stewards of 
the tax dollars they spend.” 

The study showed that 
40 percent of districts that 
should have submitted bud¬ 
gets to their fiscal courts did 
not, and that 15 percent that 
should have submitted finan¬ 
cial reports did not. 

Edelen also discovered that 
roughly half of all special dis¬ 
tricts with annual revenues of 
more than $750,000 weren’t 
audited, representing $461 
million in revenue that basi¬ 
cally went unaccounted for. 

“In short, the system is 
broken and in need of big 
change,” Edelen said. “A re¬ 
formed and modernized sys¬ 
tem will make this ghost gov¬ 
ernment more accountable to 
the public it serves.”

Casey County districts 

The districts were asked to 
answer Edelen’s survey and 
respond to two other catego¬ 
ries — whether or not they 
are audited and whether they 
have submitted a budget to 
fiscal court. 

Ambulance Service 

According to Edelen’s 
report, the taxing district 


is only compliant in that it 
submitted an annual budget 
to fiscal court. It neither an¬ 
swered the survey nor has it 
been audited. The service re¬ 
ported nearly $1.2 million in 
revenue and about $1.2 mil¬ 
lion in expenses for the 2012 
fiscal year. 

Economic Development 
Authority 

The special non-taxing dis¬ 
trict is listed as an industrial 
development authority dis¬ 
trict and showed submitting 
a budget to fiscal court as be¬ 
ing in compliance in that one 
category. The district, which 
did not respond to the survey, 
is audited every three years, 
said EDA Director Blaine 
Staat. 

Air Board 

The taxing district is shown 
as a local air board and, like 
the Ambulance Service, was 
compliant in one of three 
categories — by submitting 
its budget to fiscal court. The 
district did not answer the sur¬ 
vey nor has it been audited. 

The 2012-13 budget for the 
board includes $50 in reve¬ 
nue and $15,000 in expenses, 
with $36,050 carryover from 
FY 2011-12. 

Conservation District 

The special non-taxing dis¬ 
trict is listed as a soil conser¬ 
vation district that is audited 
every four years. It was last 
audited in 2012. Based on 
Edelen’s data, the district is 
compliant in every category. 

The district reported rev¬ 
enue in fiscal year 2011 at 
$167,495 in total receipts 


Local church mourns death of missionary

A Casey County man, who 
moved out of the country with 
his family to work and live as 
mission¬ 
aries, is 
being 
fondly 
remem¬ 
bered.

“It was 

kind of heartwrenching,”said 
Randall Morris, a neighbor and 
fellow church member of John 
Lello. 

Lello died as a result of a 
tragic accident while felling 
trees with local villagers, ac¬ 
cording to the Adventist Fron¬ 
tier Missions website. Lello 
and his family moved to the 
underdeveloped Sepik Prov¬ 
ince of Papua New Guinea to 
“minister to the Ama people” 
living along the Sepik River, 
according to a post Lello wrote 
on the site previously. 

Lello, his wife and two 
daughters had moved to the 
country earlier this year — in 
March or April — after saving 
funds since 2010, when they 
moved out of Casey County 
to another state. According to 
multiple posts, the Lellos had 
taken up residence in a ware¬ 
house in another state, living 


as minimalists in training to re¬ 
locate to the remote country of 
Papua New Guinea. 

Morris knew the Lellos from 
Grove Seventh Day Adventist 
Church on North Hwy. 501, 
which the family attended up 
until 2010, before they moved 
away. While living in Casey 
County, Lello owned Quality 
Constmction. 

Also, Morris said his daugh¬ 
ter had become quite close with 
Lello’s two girls, and was very 
sad to see them leave. However, 
Morris said he understood and 
was impressed at their decision 
to make the move. 

“They wanted to go as a mis¬ 
sionaries; sold everything they 
had and went,” Morris said. 
“John was a very personable 
person and he was eager to be 
of help to others.” 

The famihes had been ex¬ 
changing emails since the Lel¬ 
los departed in 2010. Morris 
recollected one of the more 
recent emails from the Lello’s, 
after the family had begun 
making a life for themselves in 
the foreign country. 


“His girls were raising birds; 
they had become their pets,” 
Morris said. He explained that 
the family had primarily been 
working to learn the language, 
as they had only moved to the 
region earlier in the year. 

Morris expressed sadness at 
Lello’s passing. 

“We are saying prayers for 
his wife and children,” Morris 
said. 

Lellos wife, Pam, and their 
two children are expected to 
return to the area later this 
month, as he will be buried in 
Mt. Calvary Baptist Church 
Cemetery. 

A private burial will take 
place for Lello in the cem¬ 
etery, with a public memorial 
service to be held 3 p.m. Dec. 
20 at Liberty United Methodist 
Church. 

According to Adventist 
Frontier Missions, a fund has 
been set up to assist the family.

The district reported 
$272,902 in total receipts and 
$181,618 in expenses. 

Health Department 

The special taxing district 
is listed as a public health dis¬ 
trict and is compliant in the 
three categories. 

The district reported nearly 
$376,116 in total receipts, 
with expenses totaling more 
than $114,985. The district is 
audited every four years, the 
last being in fiscal year 2009. 

Hospital District 

The special taxing district 


is listed as a hospital district 
and is compliant in all three 
of Edelen’s categories. 

The district reported $17.2 
million in total receipts, with 
the same amount in expenses. 
The district is audited every 
year. 

Public Library 

The special taxing district 
is listed as a library district 
and is compliant in all three 
categories. The library’s fi¬ 
nances are audited every four 
years, with the report stating 
the last was in fiscal year 
2008. 

Edelen’s report states that 
the library had $511,121 in 
total receipts in fiscal year 
2011, with expenses totaling 
$467,795. 

Solid Waste Management 

The special district is listed 
as a solid waste non-taxing 


district that is noncompliant 
in all categories. 

According to Edelen’s re¬ 
port, district representatives 
didn’t respond to a request 
to participate in the study. 
Wright said the county re¬ 
ceives money for solid waste, 
but that it goes through fiscal 
court and not a separate dis¬ 
trict. 

East Casey Water District 

The special non-taxing dis¬ 
trict returned the survey but 
didn’t include a budget, the 
report indicated. However, 
ECCWD submits an annual 
budget to fiscal court and 
Edelen showed the 2011 bud¬ 
get that was obtained from 
Department of Local Govern¬ 
ment. The district had $1.5 
million in revenue and $1.4 
million in expenditures. The 
district is audited annually.

Homebodies 

Dear Homebodies, 

Most seniors, like you and 
your husband, want to stay 
living in their own home. 
But being able to do so of¬ 
ten depends on how easy 
it will be to get around the 
house if you develop physi¬ 
cal limitations. Here are 
some helpful resources you 
can turn to, to get an idea 
of what types of improve¬ 
ments you should make that 
will make your home safer 
and more convenient as you 
grow older. 

Get Informed 

A good first step in mak¬ 
ing your house senior- 
friendly is to do a home as¬ 
sessment. Go through your 
house, room by room as if 
you’ve never set foot in it 
before, looking for problem 
areas like potential tripping 
or slipping hazards, and ar¬

eas that are hard to access. 
To help you with this, there 
are various organizations 
that offer published lists of 
questions to ask, and things 
to look for to identify prob¬ 
lems. 

The Fall Prevention 
Center of Excellence (see 
homemods.org), for ex¬ 
ample, offers a number of 
online checklists includ¬ 
ing one called “How Well 
Does Your Home Meet Your 
Needs?” that you can access 
directly athomeneedscheck- 
list.org. Or, download and 
print off the National Care¬ 
givers Library “Home Mod¬ 
ification Checklist” at care¬ 
giver slibrary.org - click on 
“Checklists & Forms,” then 
on “Housing” to get there. 

AARP also has an excel¬ 
lent resource called “The 
AARP Home Fit Guide” that 
provides a checklist and tips 
to keep your home safe and 
livable as you age. You can

org, or if you’re an AARP

and ask them to mail you a 
free copy. 

Personalized Advice 

If you want more person¬ 
alized help, consider getting 
a professional in-home as¬ 
sessment with an occupa¬ 
tional therapist. 

An occupational therapist, 
or OT can evaluate the chal¬ 
lenges and shortcomings of 
your home, make modifica¬ 
tion recommendations and 
refer you to products and 
services to help you make 
improvements. Ask your 
doctor for a referral to an 
OT in your area. Your lo¬ 
cal Area Agency on Aging 
(call the Eldercare Locator 
at 800-677-1116 for contact 
information) can also help 
you find nearby therapists. 

Many health insurance 
providers, including Medi¬ 


care, will pay for a home 
assessment by an OT if 
prescribed by your doctor. 
However, they will not cov¬ 
er the physical upgrades to 
the home. 

Another good option is 
to contact a builder who’s 
a Certified Aging in Place 
Specialist. He or she can 
suggest ways to modify 
your home that will fit your 
needs and budget. To find 
one, go to the National As¬ 
sociation of Home Builders 
website at nahb.org/hireaca- 
ps where you can search by 
state and zip code. 

Home Modifications 
Ideas 

There are dozens of small, 
simple things you can do to 
make your home more user- 
friendly as you age, such as 
securing throw rugs with 
double-sided tape to avoid 
tripping, installing brighter 


full-spectrum bulbs in ex¬ 
isting light fixtures to im¬ 
prove visibility, and adding 
grab bars to the bathroom 
for support. There are also 
a number of bigger more 
extensive projects like in¬ 
stalling a stair-lift or eleva¬ 
tor for multi-floor access, 
and replacing the tub with 
a walk-in shower for easier 
entry and exit.

Ichthus Ministries and Christian 
music festival have shut down 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) — 

Ichthus Ministries, best known for present¬ 
ing the Ichthus Music Festival in Wilmore, 
the first and longest-running Christian pop 
music festival, has ceased operations after 
42 years. Ichthus made the announcement 
Saturday on Facebook, and a notice went up 
on its website. The unanimous decision by 
Ichthus’ board of directors to close was dif¬ 
ficult, made only after exhausting all other 
possibilities for continuing the ministry, 
Ichthus said in a prepared statement. Ichthus 
attorney Mark Nichols said the organization 
had faced significant obstacles to maintain¬ 
ing financial stability since 2006 due to bad 
weather, declining attendance, changes in 
the festival market and mounting debt. The 
festival seemed perennially plagued with 
rain and thunderstorms. A few years ago, 
the festival moved from late April to mid- 
June in hopes of better weather. But it lost 
some of its followers who preferred the 
spring date, and it never was able to attract 
the same number of people in June. 

Hemp bill gets strong support 
from lawmakers, ag chief 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) — 

The push to legalize industrial hemp pro¬ 
duction in Kentucky will begin in the state 
Senate, Agriculture Commissioner James 
Comer says. 

The Kentucky Industrial Hemp Commis¬ 
sion, which met Friday for the second time 
since its decade of dormancy, discussed 
possible legislation for the upcoming 30- 
day session. Finding a bill sponsor won’t 
be difficult, Comer told the panel. Sen. Paul 
Hornback, R-Shelbyville, was mentioned 
among those mentioned as a possible spon¬ 
sor. After the meeting, Comer said he’s op¬ 
timistic an industrial hemp bill could get a 
vote from the full Senate. 

“I feel confident if it passes the Senate ag 
committee it will get a vote on the Senate 
floor,” he said. 

Some in Kentucky’s federal delegation 
have supported legalizing industrial hemp 
at the federal level, which Comer has re¬ 
peatedly said must happen before Ken¬ 
tucky allows hemp production. U.S. Sen. 
Rand Paul, R-Bowling Green and U.S. Rep. 
Thomas Massie, R-Garrison, have signed 
federal legislation that would remove indus¬ 
trial hemp from the legal definition of mari¬ 
juana, its botanical cousin. U.S. Rep. John 
Yarmuth, D-Louisville, said in late Novem¬ 
ber that he supports the initiative. 

Man allegedly throws hot 
coffee on Louisa mayor 

LAWRENCE COUNTY (Louisa) — 

A Louisa man was charged last week with 
fourth degree assault and disorderly con¬ 
duct when the Louisa Police Department 
responded to the residence of Louisa City 
Mayor Teddy Preston in reference to the re¬ 
port of an alleged assault. 

Officer Steven Wilburn was advised by 
the mayor that an unknown man had come 
to his residence as he was leaving for work 
and began cursing him, then throwing hot 
coffee on him. 

After the alleged incident the subject, later 
identified as Billy J. Collins, 53, of Louisa, 
walked to the area of the Trinity Christian 
School where Officer Wilburn was able to 
locate him behind the school and take him 
into custody without incident. Mayor Pres¬ 
ton told a reporter for the local newspaper 
that he didn’t know why Collins acted this 
way. 

“I didn’t even know the guy,” Preston 
reported. I don’t know what his problem 
was.” 

According to the officer’s arrest citation, 
during questioning the subject was asked 
why he threw the coffee on the mayor and 
he stated, “I asked him to go have breakfast 
with me and he told me, no.” 

The mayor told the newspaper that Col¬ 
lin began cursing him after he told him he 
had to go to work and after several minutes 
of cursing him, Collins threw hot coffee on 
him splattering on the mayor from his waist 
to his shoes and on his porch and door. The 
mayor admitted that he did not suffer any 
serious injury from the coffee splashing. He 
did not say why he reported the incident to 
police as an assault. 

Collins was lodged in the Big Sandy 
Regional Dentition Center and the case re¬ 
mains under investigation by Officer Steven 
Wilburn.

CU professor appears in 
Lincoln movie 

TAYLOR COUNTY (Campbellsville) 

— Imagine keeping a secret as big as being 
in a Steven Spielberg film for a year. Dr. Re¬ 
ese Land, associate professor of music/trum¬ 
pet in Campbellsville University’s School 
of Music, did just that. And he is now able 
to talk about his role in the newly released 
movie “Lincoln,” starring Oscar winner 
Daniel Day-Lewis and directed by Spiel¬ 
berg, who has been called one of America’s 
most popular and influential filmmakers in 
the history of cinema. 

Land appears within the first 15 minutes 
of the film during a flag-raising scene. Land, 
who is a trumpeter, can be seen to the left 
of Lincoln, played by Day-Lewis, among 
the crowd of about 200 people. He is in 
a red Civil War-style uniform playing an 
over-the-shoulder baritone. Land used an 
original instrument that dates back to 1865. 
Land was to remain silent about the produc¬ 
tion, shot in December 2011, until the pre¬ 
miere. Land and the other members of the 
band got to meet and be photographed with 
Sally Field, who plays Mary Todd Lincoln 
in the film. They did not, however, get to 
meet Day-Lewis, who stayed secluded from 
everyone when he wasn’t needed on set. 

“He’s a method actor, which means he 
stayed in character the entire time it was 
filmed. It was cool to see him acting like 
Lincoln all the time.” said Land. 

Trigg Sheriff: KSP wants him 
to back off cold cases 

TRIGG COUNTY (Cadiz) — The 

Trigg County prosecutor has requested the 
county’s sheriff hand over all his files re¬ 
lated to an unsolved murder in 2002. Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney G.L. Ovey’s made a 
motion asking for Trigg County Sheriff Ray 
Burnam to appear in court and produce his 
files pertaining to the shooting of Chantell 
Humphries. Claude Russell was tried for 
Humphries’ murder in August, but a mis¬ 
trial was declared because the jury couldn’t 
reach a verdict. In late November, Burnam, 
a former trooper with the Kentucky State 
Police, offered $1,000 of his own money for 
fresh information about three unsolved slay¬ 
ings — including Harvey Choat, who was 
shot in his home in 2008, Kenneth Ladd, 
who was shot while working the front desk 
at Lake Barkley State Resort Park in 1980, 
and Humphries. 

Humphries’ body was found with mul¬ 
tiple gunshot wounds on June 25, 2002, on 
a Trigg County farm off Wallonia Road. 
Tests showed a gun owned by Russell was 
the murder weapon, but police struggled 
to find other evidence linking him to the 
crime. KSP handled the Humphries murder 
investigation. 

Elected in 2010, Sheriff Burnam prom¬ 
ised during his campaign that he would 
work to solve cold cases in Trigg County. 
In a statement issued Friday, Burnam claims 
Ovey and KSP have asked him to back off 
investigating the murders. 

Woman pleads guilty to trying 
to trade baby for pickup truck 

WHITLEY COUNTY (Corbin) — In¬ 
stead of going to trial, a mother accused of 
trading her baby to a Corbin couple for a 
pickup truck in July, received a probated 
prison sentence. Heather Kaminsky, 30, 
who was to go to trial on charges of human 
trafficking and unlawful possession of a 
methamphetamine precursor, pleaded guilty 
to an amended charge of endangering the 
welfare of a minor and unlawful possession 
of a methamphetamine precursor. In return 
for her guilty plea, Kaminsky was sentenced 
to four years in prison. It was probated for 
140 days, provided she have no further le¬ 
gal issues over the next four years. The two 
charges are not related. The case began in 
July when an anonymous call came in to the 
Laurel County Sheriff’s Office stating that 
Kaminsky had traded the baby for a 1999 
silver Dodge Dakota. According to investi¬ 
gators, Kaminsky then traded the truck for 
$800 and an undisclosed amount of meth 
before she disappeared. Using the vehicle’s 
registration, investigators were able to track 
down the truck’s new owner at a residence in 
Keavy. The new owner admitted buying the 
truck from Kaminsky for $800, but denied 
that methamphetamine had been involved 
in the transaction. Once again, following the 
truck registration, investigators were led to 
Jeremy and Jamiee Brown of Corbin. 

The Browns had the baby. It was turned 
over to the Kentucky Department of Social 
Services.

Invite your elderly neigh¬ 
bor over for some of your 
holiday celebrations, es¬ 
pecially if they would oth¬ 
erwise spend the holidays 
alone. 

Holiday cards can mean a 
lot to older adults, and with 
loss, it is not uncommon for 
cards to diminish in num¬ 
ber with every passing year. 
For some older adults, mail 
is the only communication 
they receive from friends 
and family. Make an effort 
to send a card with an upbeat 
greeting and an update about 
your life and family. Cards 
filled with bad news, such as 
updates on those who died 
or feel ill, can be upsetting 
and stressful. If an older 
adult needs help reading or 
writing a card, take time to 
sit with them. 

Help older adults deco¬ 
rate for the holidays. Offer 
to help them hang lights, 
carry boxes and prepare the 


house. If they are in an as¬ 
sisted living facility or nurs¬ 
ing home, make the holidays 
brighter by bringing favorite 
or meaningful decorations. 
If the person uses a wheel¬ 
chair, or is confined to a 
bed, place the decorations in 
places that will be most vis¬ 
ible to accommodate their 
needs. 

Encourage older adults to 
attend holiday celebrations 
and events. Social activities 
and events to look forward 
to can be meaningful and 
can contribute to feelings of 
belonging and well-being. 
If an older adult typically 
throws his or her own party, 
you can help plan and carry 
out the event if need be. 
You may decide to throw a 
holiday party in honor of a 
special loved one just to let 
them know how much they 
mean to you and others. This 
can be an uplifting celebra¬ 
tion and help keep the older 
adult connected with their 
friends and community.

Good news in Kentucky 


If it seems that the news is 
often filled more with what’s 
wrong with the world than 
what’s right, the holidays 
give us a chance to flip that 
equation for a time. 

Here in Kentucky, it 
doesn’t take long to find 
some good news across the 
state. 

Earlier this fall, for ex¬ 
ample, we learned our citi¬ 
zens are much more willing 
to give to charitable causes 
than those living in most 
other states. According to 
the Chronicle of Philan¬ 
thropy, we rank 15th in this 
category. 

That level of giving ex¬ 
tends beyond the pock- 
etbook, based on another 
study done several years 
ago. It found that nine out 
of 10 Kentucky adults say 
they have at least one other 
person on whom they could 
depend outside of family in 
times of emergency, indicat¬ 
ing our willingness to help 
others in time of need. 

In other good news, we 
recently learned that, even 
in the face of this past year’s 
drought, farmers are set to 
finish the year with more 
than $5 billion in sales, 
which is a new record. Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky econo¬ 
mists recently said 2013 
could be even better, with 
the total farm receipts jump¬ 
ing as much as $600 million 
because of increased global 
demand and good prices for 
many of our commodities. 
That global demand is es¬ 
pecially key for Kentucky, 
because only four states rely 
more on farm exports. 

Another area where more 
money is going into Ken¬ 
tuckians’ pockets is natural 
gas. 

The Kentucky Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission says pric¬ 
es have dropped 43 percent 
since 2008, and are the low¬ 
est we’ve seen in a decade. 
It’s a trend expected to con¬ 
tinue in the years ahead. 

Those who use the home¬ 
stead exemption for their 
property taxes will get to 
keep a little extra as well. 
This exemption, which is 
adjusted every two years, is 
now $2,000 more than when 
last set. It now stands at

$36,000, and it is expected 
to save $171 million for the 
416,000 Kentuckians who 
qualify because of their age 
or disability.

Burkhart's exercise 
program for farmers 


Originally published in the 
Nov. 28,1984 issue of The Casey 
County News 

The most popular books on the 
market in the last five years have 
been on exercise and fitness. This 
has caused us to write a book of 
our own, but for a special group 
of people. 

Knowing that farmers and ten¬ 
ant farmers have their last crop, 
their tobacco, on the market on or 
slightly after the first of Decem¬ 
ber, farmers are apt to loaf during 
the winter months until about 
April 1 of the following year. 

It is thus fitting these sons of 
the soil have something during 
the winter months to keep them 
occupied and have sufficient 
exercise to keep them fit for the 
hard days coming up in April and 
afterward. 

We would have them milk by 
hand two cows, morning and 
night. What to do with the milk 
is something else other than what 
the normal family would con¬ 
sume in its natural eating pro¬ 
gram. Surplus milk can be made 
into butter, for example, and if 
there is a surplus of this it makes 
a fine present in one-pound 
packages. The surplus milk also 
makes good feed for the dogs or 
even a pig or two. 

The next thing we would have 
them do is to load and distribute 
from 20 to 40 bales of hay to cat¬ 
tle. If the farmer has no such herd 
he can haul it out for a neighbor. 
This sure beats lifting weights 
and such, or as the technical term 
is known, “pumping iron.” 

Then we would have the farm¬ 
er change his weight lifting pro¬ 
gram to include a pickup load of 
stovewood every three days. The 
first day we would have him cut a 
load, the second day split and pile 
it for easy access, and the third 
day load and deliver it. 

There are days during the win¬ 
ter when it is impossible to take a 
truck out on soft ground. On such 
days, one could just cut and split 
and pile the stovewood and haul 
it out when the ground is frozen 
or it has dried off to allow a truck 
to be used. 

In the case of tenant farmers 
they may not have a patch of 
wood of their own. Most of those

with wood would allow cutting 
for half of the wood, while the 
tenant could sell or give away 
his share — naturally keeping 
for himself what he could use. 

We hear about farmers with 
woods who will not let wood 
harvesters in their patches, and 
there is a reason for this. There is 
a tendency to cut timber which 
should be left standing. On the 
other hand, we see few fields 
with woods bordering them 
where there are trees hanging 
out in the cultivated fields which 
need out, and are in fact weeds 
and damaging the cultivated 
fields even down to cow pas¬ 
tures. 

During the year we give away 
garden produce and in past years 
have cut and delivered wood to 
others less fortunate. These same 
people have more than compen¬ 
sated with return gifts to us. One 
made us knitted sweaters, while 
another keeps us in eggs during 
the height of the egg season. 
That’s known as barter, son. 

People in cities pay good 
money for the privilege of 
pumping iron in special spas set 
up for the purpose. On the farm 
scene, however, a person can get 
the same kind of exercise and 
get paid for it. Isn’t nature won¬ 
derful?

High school seniors should 
pay attention to application 
deadlines for college admis¬ 
sions and financial aid. 

Here are some tips from 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA): 

If you have not yet chosen 
a college, narrow your list 
by visiting schools, compar¬ 
ing colleges online and talk¬ 
ing with your counselor and 
your parents. 

Talk with teachers about 
writing recommendations for 
you. It is also time to com¬ 
plete your admissions essay 
if you need to write one. 

Check with the financial 
aid offices of the schools to 
which you’ve applied to de¬ 
termine if they require any fi¬ 
nancial aid forms other than 
the Free Application for Fed¬ 
eral Student Aid (FAFSA). 

Familiarize yourself with 
the FAFSA. Unless you are 
starting college before July 
1, you cannot file the FAF¬ 
SA until after the first of the 
year. But you should still 


take a look at the information 
it requires and make plans to 
attend a College Goal Sun¬ 
day session near you. Your 
counselor should have infor¬ 
mation about College Goal 
Sunday. 

Attend any college fairs 
and financial aid seminars 
offered at your high school 
or in your area.

The Casey County Rebel 
basketball team continued 
their home winning streak 
with victories last week 
over Berea and Oneida Bap¬ 
tist Institute. The team is 
now 4-2 for the season and 
4-0 at home. 

“I still think we’re much 
better than we played to¬ 
day,” said Coach Darry 
Burkett after Saturday’s 
win, “but when you open 
last year 0-17 and this year 
4-2, even though we’ve had 
to fight for all four of those 
wins, that feels a lot better 
than 0-17.” 

Berea 

A strong second half 
brought Casey County its 
third straight home win on 
Dec. 4 when they defeated 
Berea (1-3) 41-36. 

“That was a great win for 
us,” said Burkett. “We had 
the best defensive effort the 
second half that we’ve had 
in a year. We won that game 
with defense.” 

It was a low scoring first 
half against the Berea Pi¬ 
rates. The Rebels put up on 
three points in the first quar¬ 
ter to Berea’s six. The teams 
headed into halftime trailing 
by two, 13-11. 

Casey more than doubled 
their points in the third 
quarter, putting up 16 to the 
Pirate’s eight, taking a 27- 
21 lead. 

Berea found its shot again 
in the final quarter, but was 
unable to slow down the 
Rebels’ scoring enough to 
rally a comeback. Casey 
took the five-point victory. 

“We just created turnovers 
and generated offense out 
of turnovers,” Burkett said. 
“We scored 11 points in 
the first half and we scored 
(30) in the second half and 
most of that was off of turn¬ 
overs.” 

Taylor Leigh led the team ’ s 
scoring with 14 points, fol¬ 
lowed by Micah Smith who 
had 10. Smith and Matt Bi¬ 
anconi also picked up three 
steals a piece and the team 
picked off 10 steals. Leigh 
had the most rebounds with 
seven. 


Oneida Baptist Institute 

The Rebels forced Oneida 
Baptist Institute (0-4) into 
24 turnovers in Casey’s 
home game on Saturday. 
Casey, who only had seven 
turnovers, claimed the 57- 
42 win to maintain their 
home victory streak. 

“This was a total team 
victory today because we 
had a total of nine kids go in 
and give us significant min¬ 
utes,” Burkett said. 

Oneida took the early 
lead, staying ahead through 
the entire first quarter. How¬ 
ever, a three-point basket at 
6:39 in the second quarter 
would send the Mountain¬ 
eers into a five minute dry 
spell. 

Casey’s heavy full-court 
press forced Oneida into 
turnover after turnover, 
which the Rebels converted 
to points. The Rebels took 
the lead and were up 25- 
16 with two minutes in the 
half. 

The Mountaineers man¬ 
aged eight more points be¬ 
fore the clock expired, but 
Casey maintained their lead, 
29-24. 

“(Our press) is getting bet¬ 
ter every day and that’s the 
type of style we’re going to 
play here at Casey County,” 
Burkett said. “We are going 
to run up and down the floor 
and get (the ball) up and 
down the floor.” 

Oneida Baptist outscored 
Casey in the third quarter 
and a three-point basket at 
1:26 tied the teams, 35-35, 
as they headed into the final 
period of play. 

Two points from Leigh 
only 10 seconds into the 
fourth quarter put Casey 
back in the lead, 37-35. 

Two more from Leigh 
and two from Smith put the 
team up by six when Oneida 
scored with 4:30 to play, the 
score 41-37. 

“We got to four minutes 
with a six point lead and I 
called a time out and I said, 
‘We’re not playing against 
that zone any more. We’re 
going to make them foul 
us and if we don’t make 
our free throws we don’t 
deserve to win the game,”’ 
said Burkett.

The Casey County bas¬ 
ketball teams began district 
play last week with a trip to 
Pulaski County High School. 
Both the Rebels and Lady 
Rebels picked up losses to 
the Maroons. 

Lady Rebels 

If not for a weak second 
quarter, the Lady Rebels 
may have continued their 
eight-year winning streak 
over Pulaski County; how¬ 
ever the Lady Maroons cap¬ 
tured a 55-48 district win on 
Dec. 7. 

“I’m going to call this 
a night of misses,” said 
Coach Randy Salyers. “(We) 
missed too many easy lay¬ 
ups; missed too many defen¬ 
sive assignments; missed too 
many situations where we 
didn’t help on the screens. 
We missed too many people 
open, cutting through the 
lane. We just had way too 
many misses all the way 
around, offensively and de¬ 
fensively.” 

Casey saw a lead in the 
first quarter, going up 18-14, 
before Pulaski responded and 
closed the quarter 18-18. 

A breakdown by the Lady 
Rebels allowed their oppo¬ 
nent to outscore them 16-8 
in the latter part of the first 
half. 

Pulaski saw its highest 
lead in the third quarter, go¬ 
ing up by 11, 44-33. Two 
free throws from Tiara Co¬ 
chran with under a minute 
in the quarter brought Casey 
within single digits. 

The Lady Maroons got as 
high as 11 points ahead in 
the fourth quarter and seven 
points was as close as Casey 
would get to a comeback, 
despite a solid effort from 


the Lady Rebels. 

“We created three or four 
turnovers late in the game 
but we’ve got to be able to 
finish those plays,” Salyers 
said. “We’ve got to go at¬ 
tack the basket and be strong 
as we are going to the bas¬ 
ketball. We want to bail out 
and throw something up or 
we want to bail out and shoot 
the little short jumper when 
we can go on and take it to 
the basket.” 

Salyers felt poor shot se¬ 
lection and impatience were 
two major factors in the 
team’s loss. 

Katie Douglas had a dou¬ 
ble-double, leading the team 
in both points and rebounds, 
having 18 and 13 respec¬ 
tively. Tiara Cochran had 11 
points. 

Rebels 

Pulaski County had the 
edge over the Rebels starting 
with a three-point basket less 
than a minute into play and 
went on to win the district 
game, 64-33. 

“There’s a reason they’re 
ranked 15th in the state of 
Kentucky,” said Coach Dar- 
ry Burkett. “The only way 
we are going to get better 
is to keep coming over here 
and playing them until we 
get to their level.” 

Taylor Leigh put in 
Casey’s first two points at 
6:37 in the first quarter, to 
make the score 5-2; how¬ 
ever two minutes later the 
Maroons had extended their 
lead to 11-2. 

The pattern continued with 
Pulaski outscoring Casey 
nearly 4-1 the first eight min¬ 
utes. They had a 22-6 lead at 
the end of the first quarter. 

Pulaski began the second 
quarter with a three-pointer, 
just as they had the first, but 
the Maroons committed re¬ 


petitive fouls, sending Casey 
into the bonus with two and 
half minutes remaining in 
the half, down 29-9. 

Baylen Hill sunk two free 
throws to put Casey into 
double digits and the team 
picked up four more free 
throws within a minute. 
Two points from Tyler Pen¬ 
nington and a two-pointer 
by Micah Smith allowed the 
Rebels to cut Pulaski’s lead 


and head into half time down 
33-20. 

Casey immediately be¬ 
gan committing fouls in the 
second half, picking up five 
team fouls before two min¬ 
utes had passed. 

Hill was called for three 
of those fouls, giving him a 
total of five and sending him 
to the bench with over 14 
minutes of game time left. 
The final foul was named in¬ 


tentional. 

“Baylen plays with his 
hands way too much. We 
talk about it in practice ev¬ 
ery day. He’s too important 
to us to be sitting over there 
with fouls,” Burkett said. “I 
knew he had fouls, but I let 
him play because he’s got to 
learn to play with fouls, but 
the fifth foul was a frustra¬ 
tion foul.” 

With Hill out for the re¬ 
mainder of the game, Pulaski 
led 43-20. 

Two free throws from 
Smith and a three-pointer by 
Leigh were the only points 
the Rebels scored in the third 
quarter. Pulaski’s scoring 
only increased. 

The Rebels did outscore 
the Maroons 13-11 in the 
final quarter, and the final 
score was 64-33. 

Leigh led the team with 10 
points and eight rebounds. 

“It was our passing that 
wasn’t good,” Burkett said. 
“When we threw it into the 
post, our post people didn’t 
hold the post. They let (Pu¬ 
laski) step around and knock 


it out of there and then we 
just couldn’t hang on to the 
ball.” 

The Casey County teams 
traveled south again yester¬ 
day for their second district 
match-up of the season. The 
Rebels and Lady Rebels 
took on Somerset in pursuit 
of their first district wins. 

“It’s going to be a war,” 
Burkett said prior to play¬ 
ing Somerset. “They’ve got 
more good players than they 
know what to do with. They 
are tremendously huge and 
they’ve got a lot of good 
shooting guards.” 

Salyers said a win is cru¬ 
cial if the Lady Rebels are to 
have a shot at the district’s 
number one seed at tourna¬ 
ment time.

Haste, of 18123 East Ky. 70, Bethelridge, reported the 
theft of his girlfriend’s gray, 2003 Ford Taurus some¬ 
time on Friday around 9 p.m. Walters notified the Pulaski 
County Sheriff’s Dept, who found the vehicle wrecked 
just across the Casey/Pulaski County line. No one was 
around the vehicle and the case is still under investigation 
by the Casey County Sheriff’s Dept. 


Nov. 28 in Casey County 
Circuit Court, Celesta Lee 
Waddle pleaded guilty to 
first offense manufacturing 
methamphetamine, amend¬ 
ed to criminal solicitation 
of manufacturing meth. 

Casey County Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Brian 
Wright is recommending 
that Waddle spend eight 
years in prison and he op¬ 
poses probation. 

Waddle, 44, of 130Dillion 
St., Liberty, was arrested on 
July 3 by Deputies Dennis 
Allen and Freeman Luttrell, 
Sgt. Randy Dial, and Of¬ 
ficer Marshall Smith, court 
records indicate. The arrest 
citation states that Waddle 
gave officers consent to 
search where they found six 
HCL generators and three, 
one-step labs along with 
other items. She was indict¬ 
ed by a Casey County grand 
jury on Aug. 20. 

In a related case, Wad¬ 
dle’s husband, Jerold Scott 
Waddle, pleaded guilty to 
first offense manufacturing 
meth, first-degree fleeing 
or evading police, and op¬ 
erating a motor vehicle on 
a suspended/revoked op¬ 
erator’s license. Charges of 
careless driving, DUI, and 
persistent felony offender 
were dismissed. Wright is 
recommending that Wad¬ 
dle spend 12 years and six 
months in prison. 

Final sentencing for the 
couple is set for Jan. 4. 

In other cases: 

■ Ronnie Frank Parton 
pleaded guilty to first of¬ 


fense second-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance, amended to criminal 
facilitation to trafficking in 
a controlled substance and 
eight counts of second-de¬ 
gree criminal possession of 
a forged instrument. Eight 
counts of persistent felony 
offender were dismissed. 
Wright is recommending 
that Parton spend 12 months 
in jail, to be served consecu¬ 
tively to two other prior sen¬ 
tences totaling six years. He 
is also to pay $2,030 in res¬ 
titution and forfeit $1,000 to 
the Kentucky State Police. 

■ Christina Denise Dun¬ 
can, charged with first of¬ 
fense manufacturing meth, 
first offense first-degree 
possession of a controlled 
substance, possession of 
drug paraphernalia, and per¬ 
sistent felony offender, was 
remanded to custody after 
testing positive to a drug 
screen. 

■ Jamie Lee Sharp was 
sentenced to three years in 
prison on charges of third- 
degree burglary, theft by un¬ 
lawful taking, and third-de¬ 
gree criminal mischief. He 
was also sentenced to two 
additional years in prison 
on three charges of second- 
degree criminal possession 
of a forged instrument. 

■ Colt Maurice Sagracy 
pleaded guilty to receiv¬ 
ing stolen property under 
$10,000, amended to receiv¬ 
ing stolen property under 
$500. He was sentenced to 
six months in jail, two years 
probation, and was ordered 


to pay $444 in restitution. 

■ Russell Loring Emer¬ 
son pleaded guilty to first 
offense, second-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance. Wright is rec¬ 
ommending 18 months in 
prison and pay $310 in res¬ 
titution. Final sentencing is 
set for Dec. 17. 

■ Brian Kenneth Lynn 
pleaded guilty to second- 
degree criminal possession 
of a forged instrument. Fi¬ 
nal sentencing is set for 
Dec. 10. 

■ Robert William Fra¬ 
zier pleaded guilty to first 
offense cultivation of mari¬ 
juana, five or more plants, 
amended to less than five 
plants. He was sentenced 
to 12 months in jail with 60 
days to serve. 

■ Joseph Thomas Te- 
treault pleaded guilty to 
receiving stolen property 
under $10,000. He was sen¬ 
tenced to pretrial diversion. 

■ Michael A. Tetreault 
pleaded guilty to third-de¬ 
gree complicity burglary, 


and complicity/theft by 
unlawful taking. He was 
sentenced to pretrial diver¬ 
sion with 60 days to serve 
in jail. 

■ Timothy Joel Bates 
was sentenced to 14 years 
in prison for first offense 
manufacturing metham¬ 
phetamine and first offense 
cultivation of marijuana, 
five or more plants. 

■ Andrew Scott Conner 
pleaded guilty to theft by 
unlawful taking. Wright is 
recommending that Conner 
spend two years in prison 
and pay $3,197 in restitu¬ 
tion. Final sentencing is 
Dec. 17. 

■ Tyler Roberts was sen¬ 
tenced to seven years in 
prison for three counts of 
first-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief, third-degree burglary, 
and three counts of theft 
by unlawful taking. He is 
also to pay restitution of 
$3,023.05. 

■ Jeremy L. Wething¬ 
ton was sentenced to three 
years in prison for flagrant 
non support.

Couples dance to raise funds for cheer team

It’s not every day you get 
to see a coworker do the Fox 
Trot or West Coast Swing 
dance. 

But the people of Casey 
County will get to see just that 
when a new group of local 
“stars” join the Casey County 
High School Cheer Team for 
the third annual “Dancing 
With the Rebels” this Satur¬ 
day. 

Doors open at 6 p.m. with 
the competition starting at 7 
p.m. in the CCHS gym. 

“We had a packed house 
last year,” said Cheerleading 
Coach Susan Stringer. “This 
is our biggest fundraiser.” 

The dance contest helps 
raise the necessary funds 
for the team to compete in 
the National High School 
Cheerleading Championship 
(NHSCC) in Orlando, Fla., 
every two years. 

“It takes us two years to 
raise enough money to go; 
We’re going in 2014,” String¬ 
er said, adding they need to 
raise $27,000 by November 
2013. 

“Our goal is to raise $3,500 
with this one event,” she 
said. The team raised almost 
$3,800 last year. 

The 16 contestants — each 
volunteer paired with a Rebel 
cheerleader — have prepared 
for weeks to showcase their 
dance routines before a panel 
of judges. 

“They’ve been practic¬ 
ing now for about six weeks, 
some putting in three or four 
hours a week,” Stringer said. 
“But one did just agree to this 
last week, so they’re at a bit of 


a disadvantage.” 

Even with the hard work, 
they’re all sure to have a good 
time. 

“They have a blast,” String¬ 
er said of the dancers. “Every 
participant each year has said 
they’re very glad they did it.” 

The eight couples (see 
chart) will compete in three 
dance categories — 50s, 80s, 
and, for the first time, ball¬ 
room dancing. One couple 
will be named the winner in 
each category. 

The judges this year are 
Richard Montgomery, Erica 
Montgomery-Tumer and 
Laura Hebrock. Emcee for 
the night will be Barry Lee. 

Awards will also be given 
for best costume, most enter¬ 
taining, best choreography, 
most original, cutest couple 
and crowd favorite. 

“The audience gets to vote 
(for crowd favorite) — so 
bring your cellphone,” String¬ 
er said. 

The dance team will also 
hold a silent auction on Satur¬ 
day during the event. 

“We’ll have quilts, gift 
baskets, toys, UK items, gas 
cards, gift cards and much 
more,” Stringer said. 

Concessions will be sold 
and the poinsettias decorat¬ 
ing the gym will also be sold 
toward the end of the night, 
she said. 

Admission is $5 for adults 
and children under age 3 are 
free. 

“It really is a big commu¬ 
nity event,” Stringer said. 
“All of our dancers are mem¬ 
bers of the community who 
are graciously giving up their 
time to practice and make this 
a spectacular event.”

■ Continued from front 
my district,” he said. 

Redistricting will likely 
be a priority in the session. 
Last session, redistricting 
was left on the table after 
a Supreme Court ruling. 
Do you think it can be ac¬ 
complished in the 30-day 
session or will it be neces¬ 
sary to have special-called 
sessions? 

Girdler said that he is 
against special-called ses¬ 
sions for anything. 

“I do not believe anyone 
wants to see that again,” he 
said. 

And although a decision 
has not been made on wheth¬ 
er to do redistricting in the 
upcoming session, Girdler 
feels it is in the best interest 
of the people of Kentucky to 
have redistricting tackled in 
2013. 

Mills thinks it should be 
addressed as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“I really believe we should 
deal with this issue early in 
2013 and if we can’t get it 
done in session, then there’s 
a possibility the Governor 
may call us for action after 
the session is over, but as 
early in 2013 as possible,” 
Mills said. 

Pension reform will also 
likely be on the table this 
session. How would you 
propose to shore up the 
under-funded pension sys¬ 
tem? 

“We do not have solid 
numbers yet, but I can say 
that some tough decision are 
going to have to be made,” 
Girdler said. “This issue has 
been pushed aside far too 
long and it is time to address 
it head on.” 

The pension reform task 
force has been studying the 
issue and has made some 
general recommendations 
to help solve the problem, 


Mills said. 

“One recommendation in¬ 
volves moving to a hybrid 
system that has both a guar¬ 
anteed benefit and a savings 
option,” Mills said. “Person¬ 
ally I view this as a possibil¬ 
ity for helping the system. If 
gaming and tax reform gen¬ 
erates additional revenue, I 
believe we could use at least 
part of this revenue to help 
solve our pension under- 
funding without failing to 
keep the promise we made 
to current employees under 
the current system. Any way 
you look at it, something 
needs to be done now, and 
any changes we make will 
be difficult.” 

State Auditor Adam 
Edelen recently released a 
report about special taxing 
districts in a desire to hold 
these districts accountable 
to the taxpayers. What are 
your thoughts on House 
Bill 1, which would im¬ 
pose uniform monitoring 
requirements on all kinds 
of agencies, including fire 
departments? 

“I believe everyone must 
be held accountable for tax¬ 
payer’s money they spend,” 
Mills said. “For this reason I 
support what the Auditor did 
and I, like many others, was 
alarmed at how many spe¬ 
cial taxing districts there are 
and how little accountability 
there is. Over $2 billion dol¬ 
lars per year and over 1,200 
districts certainly warrant a 
careful review.” 

Since HB 1 has not been 
filed, Mills and Girdler both 
said that they’ll need to see 
the bill and study the details 
before making a final deci¬ 
sion. 

“I agree completely with 
the premise ‘no taxation 
without representation.’ I 
would like to get all the in¬ 
formation at hand before 
making a definitive deci¬ 
sion,” Girdler said.
